r FHOUGH we are greatly handicapped as our playing field slopes badly, considerable 
A progress was made during the season 1923-24. 


We were unable to play any outside matches because of the state of our field,

Hilda Huxley is fairly steady, and 
usually plays well. Violet Shaw, who has left us, was undoubtedly one of the hardest workers 
on the held, though her style was weak. Alison Nelson can play well, but is sometimes very 
disappointing. Florence Bull is a player who achieves much through sheer grit, though 
her style needs improvement. Our backs last season were not good—Millicent Wilson 
bemg far too slow, and Violet Freeman, though dependable, was very rough. Gwen

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THE POINTS OF INTEREST IN ABBOTS BROMLEY. 


T3ERHAPS many of you have never heard of the ancient village of Abbots Bromley, 
* and those of you who have probably think there is nothing of interest to write about. 


It is situated about seven miles from Uttoxeter and about eleven miles from 

Lichfield. 

As one passes through, the first thing that attracts attention is the marketplace, 
where markets and fairs were held when Abbots Bromley was a market town, and where 
the Stocks used to stand. 


Passing on one arrives at the ancient Parish Church of St. Nicholas, which is of 
Norman structure, and on the north Bide of which it is stated that the soldiers sharpened 
their spears in the Civil War. In the belfry of this Churoh are kept the horns, which are 
used by the Horn Dancers on festive occasions. These and another set in Bromley (Kent) 
are supposed to be the only ones in existence, and are said to have come from Spain in the 
eleventh century. In the vestry of the Church is a black oak table which is over a 
thousand years old, and was placed there before the vestry was completed, so that it 
cannot be removed. 

There is an old manor house in Abbots Bromley, where Mary Queen of Scots 
rested when journeying to Chartley Castle. She wrote her name on a window pane in the 
bedroom in which she slept. There was also Borne valuable tapestry, but it was sold, 
together with the pane of glass, when the Manor changed hands. There is an underground 
passage from the cellar to the Church, which was used by the Monks. 

Bagots Park is a very noted place because of the Beggar’s Oak, under which 
travellers used to rest when journeying from Uttoxeter to Lichfield, before the shorter 
road was made. 


At Bagots Bromley is a tablet, marking the place where the former Blithefield 
Hall, the seat of the Lord Bagot used to stand, which iB made of some of the stones of 
which the Hall was made. It is inscribed in Latin, but it has become illegible, owing to 
the age of the tablet. 

In the olden days AbbotB Bromley was one of the most noted places in the 
district, although its fame has now died down. There is no railway connecting Abbots 
Bromley with any other town, but the inhabitants are looking forward to the time when it 
will take up its position among the noted towns of England, for it has been discovered 
that there is coal beneath Bagots Park.
